Compare our lot with that of our 
ancestors, the pioneers. With little 
more than their two hands, they won 
a living from the wilderness. But they 
had freedom, and what they earned 
was their own. They supported them¬ 
selves, but not their masters.

On 9/26/63 MONTA 'h. CkANE , Associate Editor, Sunshine 
Mag^ine, was contacted at the House oiMSun shine. Litchfield, 
min^_s. She stated her father, HENRY J^r^^SfRICHS, had 
requested she attempt to determine the source of the quotation 
in question. CRANE advised she had searched every record that 
she had that might indicate the original source of the quotation, 
but that she had been unable to locate it. She stated she 
could not recall the source from memory. 

She advised she did locate the original copy of "Sundry 
Interviews" for the June, 1963, issue, where the quotation 
appeared ; and, she was able to determine that particular page 
was prepared in January, 1963.

She stated records are kept to indicate the source 
of the articles, but that quotations are selected from various 
publications and used without crediting the source; consequently, 
no record of these is kept.
